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REPORT  TO  CITIZENS 

Following  are  1991  highlights  in  town  government  and  is  provided 
for  informational  purposes  only. 

The  new  solid  waste  transfer  station/recycling  facility  became 
fully  operational  in  the  fall  of  1991.  With  the  help  of  outstanding 
cooperation  from  residents,  operations  at  the  facility  are  functioning 
extremely  well.  Rough  estimates  indicate  that  Northumberland  residents 
are  recycling  about  1/3  of  its  solid  waste.  That  figure  accounts  for 
significant  savings  for  taxpayers  for  the  disposal  of  the  town's 
solid  waste.  From  time  to  time  minor  changes  in  collection  and  hand- 
ling procedures  will  be  required  and  the  public  will  be  notified  as 
the  need  occurs. 

During  1991  two  attempts  at  providing  a  state  and  federally 
approved  public  water  system  were  rejected  by  the  voters.  Following 
these  votes,  the  board  of  selectmen  decided  to  place  this  federal  and 
state  mandate  for  an  approved  water  system  in  a  broader  based  committee 
composed  of  lay  people  who  had  an  interest  in  studying  this  matter  in 
detail  and  recommending  to  the  board  of  selectmen  what  direction  to 
follow  regarding  this  matter.  It  is  hoped  that  this  committee's 
recommendations  can  be  ready  for  the  1992  town  meeting. 

Commercial  and  industrial  development  is  continuing  to  be  a 
subject  for  study  among  town  officials  and  other  interested  individ- 
uals from  within  and  outside  our  community.  The  catalyst  for  this 
project  is  both  the  troubled  economic  climate  in  general  and  the  con- 
cerns generated  by  the  announcement  that  the  James  River  facility  in 
Groveton  was  for  sale.  It  is  expected  that  this  local  development 
committee  will  give  attention  to  matters  relating  to  retaining 
commercial  and  industrial  concerns  presently  located  here  and  work- 
ing at  attracting  other  commercial  and  industrial  development. 

The  street  light  replacement  project  is  now  complete.  As  a  result 
the  town's  street  lighting  costs  have  been  significantly  reduced  and 
have  remained  fairly  static  at  this  reduced  level. 

The  town's  new  backhoe  was  purchased  in  early  sping  of  1991. 
At  this  time  four  of  the  five  original  lease  payments  remain.  Having 
our  own  backhoe  adds  a  great  deal  of  flexibility  in  scheduling  needed 
repairs  and  in  the  long  run  will  significantly  reduce  costs  associated 
with  backhoe  use.  Also  backhoe  ownership  allows  the  town  to  better 
serve  its  residents. 

Town  officials  are  being  ever  increasingly  challenged  at  control- 
long  the  municipal  portion  of  the  property  tax  rate  in  the  light  ^of 
ever- increasing  mandates  from  the  federal  and  state  government  re- 
garding infrastructure  improvements  to  facilities  such  as  sewer,  water 
and  solid  waste.  A  great  part  of  this  challenge  is  involved  with  the 
fact  that  all  town  services  are  supported  mainly  by  the  property  tax. 
We  will  continue  to  do  the  best  we  can  at  controlling  costs  but  it 
appears  that  alternative  funding  sources  are  needed  to  assist  the 
property  tax  payer.

Members  of  the  Board: 

We  have  audited  the  financial  statements  of  the  various 
funds  and  account  groups  of  the  Town  of  Northumberland  for  the 
year  ended  December  31,  1990  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon, 
dated  June  15,  1991.   As  part  of  our  audited,  we  reviewed  and 
tested  the  Town's  system  of  internal  accounting  control  to  the 
extent  we  considered  necessary  to  evaluate  the  system  as  required 
by  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.   Under  these  standards, 
the  purpose  of  such  evaluation  is  to  establish  a  basis  for 
reliance  thereon  in  determining  the  nature,  timing  and  extent  of 
other  such  auditing  procedures  that  are  necessary  for  expressing 
an  opinion  on  the  financial  statements.   Such  study  and 
evaluation  disclosed  the  following  conditions  that  should  be 
corrected  in  order  to  improve  the  Town's  internal  control  system. 
Our  following  remarks  are  being  made  in  the  hope  that  they  will 
improve  existing  procedures  and  are  in  no  way  a  criticism  of  Town 
personnel . 

1)   Need  Formalized  Policy  Regarding  Vacation  and  Sick  pay 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  should  prepare  and  adopt  a  formal 
policy  on  the  accrual  and  payment  of  accrued  vacation  and 
sick  pay.   The  adoption  of  this  policy  could  be  extremely 
helpful  in  the  future  in  avoiding  possible  litigation  or 
contingent  liabilities. 

2)    Document  all  Adjustments  to  Accounting  Records 

During  the  audit  it  was  difficult  to  find  readily  available 
explanations  for  adjustments  made  to  general  ledger 
accounts. 


Recommendation 

Documentation  of  adjustments  to  accounting  records  should  be 
complete  and  accurate  and  chronicled  in  a  systematic 
fashion,  that  would  make  these  adjustments  easily 
assessable.   All  adjusting  accounting  journal  entries  should 
be  dated  and  numbered  and  bound  in  a  formal  journal  book. 

3)  Town  needs  to  Improve  the  Computer  Generated  Financial 
Statements 

Since  1990  was  the  first  year  the  Town  generated  financial 
statements  utilizing  their  computer,  some  areas  of  the 
computer  accounting  system  need  improvement. 

1.  The  computer  generated  financial  statements  commingled 
several  funds  activities  together. 

2.  Accounting  for  some  Special  Revenue  activities  was  done 
through  only  one  General  Ledger  account,  which  recorded 
both  revenue  and  expenditure  transactions.   During  our 
audit,  we  conducted  extensive  analyses  breaking  out  the 
various  revenue  and  expenditure  transaction  to  prepare 
meaningful  financial  statements. 

We  believe  that  this  commingled  fund  computer  accounting 
system  does  not  provide  Town  management  with  meaningful  data 
to  make  appropriate  business  decisions  during  the  year. 

Recommendation 

The  Town  should  discontinue  this  practice  of  commingling 
funds  and  ask  the  computer  company  to  establish  a  complete 
set  of  accounts  within  each  fund  for  assets,  liabilities, 
fund  balances,  revenue  and  expenditures. 

4)  Review  Procedure  should  be  Implemented  for  Journal  Entries 

A  substantial  amount  of  additional  audit  time  was  expended 
in  the  current  audit  period  reclassifying  incorrect  journal 
entries. 

Recommendation 

A  review  procedure  should  be  initiated  that  will  produce 
accurate  financial  statements.   Each  month  a  review  should 
be  made  of  the  General  Ledger  trial  balances,  so  that 
erroneous  journal  entries  could  be  corrected  immediately. 

5)  Necessity  for  Centralized  Cash  Register 

The  Town  could  improve  the  processing  of  cash  receipts  and 
reduce  the  likelihood  of  errors  or  irregularities  if  any, 
with  a  centralized  computer  cash  register. 

Recommendation 

The  Town  should  consider  acquiring  a  computer  cash  register 
that  has  the  ability  to  merge  with  the  Town's  current 
computer  system. 


6)  Improve  Control  over  Miscellaneous  Income  from  Each 
Department 

Presently  the  Town  has  limited  control  over  miscellaneous 
departmental  income  and  some  departments  have  informal 
record  keeping  systems. 

Recommendation 

Specific  budgetary  controls  should  be  established  over 
miscellaneous  departmental  revenues,  which  will  make  it 
easier  for  town  management  to  monitor  and  control  these 
funds.   The  Town  should  also  insist  upon  better  record 
keeping  systems. 

7)  Bank  Statements  should  be  Mailed  Directly  to  the  Town 
Treasurer 

Presently  bank  statements  are  mailed  to  the  Town  bookkeeper 
who  prepares  a  bank  reconciliation  and  then  forwards  the 
bank  statement  to  the  Treasurer  who  then  prepares  their  bank 
reconciliation  later. 

Recommendation 

Bank  statements  should  be  mailed  directly  to  the  Town 
Treasurer  who  should  review  the  bank  statement  and  cancelled 
checks  for  proper  signature  etc.  and  who  should  then  prepare 
the  bank  reconciliations  on  a  timely  basis. 

8)  Improve  bookkeeping  System  of  Recreation  Department 

Presently  the  recreation  department  does  not  have  formal 
bookkeeping  records. 

Recommendation 

The  recreation  department  should  have  formal  bookkeeping 
journals  and  general  ledger  for  meaningful  financial  data 
and  control. 

9)  Improve  Library  Internal  Control  Structure 

The  present  library  treasurer,  who  signs  all  checks  also  is 
the  bookkeeper.   Also  during  our  audit,  we  noted  that  some 
disbursements  had  no  supporting  documentation  and  that  the 
trustees  do  not  review  invoices  before  payment. 

Recommendation 

Checks  should  be  co-signed  by  a  trustee  only  after  careful 

examination  of  the  supporting  documents  because  the  library 

treasurer  who  signs  all  checks  also  maintains  all  financial 

records. 

10)  Improve  Review  Procedure  for  Better  Control  over  Ambulance 
Income  and  Write-off  of  Uncollectible  Accounts  Receivable 


A  review  procedure  should  be  initiated  in  order  to  establish 
better  control  over  ambulance  income  and  the  write-off  of 
uncollectible  accounts  receivable  should  be  authorized  by 
the  Town  Manager  as  only  one  person  presently  handles  the 
billing,  collecting,  recording  and  write-off  functions. 

11)  Review  Medical  Insurance  Premium  Costs 

Recommendation 

In  light  of  proposed  substantial  increases  in  health  care 
costs  the  Town  should  review  its  present  policy  of  paying 
all  medical  insurance  premiums  for  both  single  and  married 
employees  and  the  additional  premium  costs  incurred  by 
retaining  its  present  deductible  of  $100.00. 

12)  Selectmen  should  Consider  Adopting  a  Formal  Policy  on 
Competitive  Bidding 

The  Town  presently  seeks  competitive  bids  on  large  contracts 
but  has  no  formal  policy  as  to  what  constitutes  a  large 
contract. 

Recommendation 

The  Selectmen  should  consider  adopting  a  formal  bid  policy 
that  stipulates  cut-off  amounts  for  oral  bid  requests, 
written  bid  requests,  and  advertised  bids. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  and  employees  of  the 
Town  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  our  audit. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  the  Selectmen,  Town  Manager  and 
employees  are  doing  an  excellent  job  administering  the  Town  of 
Northumberland .

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LIBRARY  REPORT 

The  Northumberland  Public  Library  reports  that  1991  was  a 
very  busy  year.  Whether  it  was  to  read  the  newspaper,  to 
do  some  research  or  just  to  pick  up  a  magazine  or  a  book  by 
their  favorite  author,  the  library  seemed  to  be  a  popular- 
place. 

The  circulation  of  books,  records,  and  magazines  for  this 
year  totaled  14,959.  Books  borrowed  through  inter-library 
loans  increased  to  175.  We  purchased  778  books,  received 
232  books  as  gifts,  discarded  401  and  lost  7.  We  also  re- 
ceived 36  magazine  subscriptions.  We  have  1037  registered 
borrowers. 

The  old  wooden  front  doors  of  the  library  had  to  be  re- 
placed. New  metal  doors  complete  with  special  handicapped 
hardware  were  installed  in  their  place. 

The  library  was  pleased  to  be  part  of  a  program  that 
brought  award  winning  science  fiction  author  James  Patrick 
Kelly  to  local  libraries.  Mr.  Kelly,  who  held  two  programs 
in  Groveton,  spoke  on  the  various  types  of  science  fiction 
and  gave  tips  on  how  to  get  started  in  the  writing  field. 

Over  80  people  attended  the  "Papa  Joe's  Traveling  Story- 
telling Show"  held  at  the  library  in  August.  "Papa  Joe" 
told  folktales  and  other  stories  which  were  enjoyed  by  the 
young  and  old  alike. 

Interest  from  the  D.  Chandler  Matthews  Fund  allowed  us  to 
purchase  a  new  set  of  encyclopedias  as  well  as  updating 
other  reference  material.  New  acquisitions  for  the  refer- 
ence collection  include  a  4  volume  set  of  New  Hampshire:  A 
History  by  Pillsbury.  Interest  from  the  Irving  Dice  Fund 
provided  most  of  the  funds  for  all  other  book  purchases. 
The  library  also  purchased  additional  magazines,  books  on 
tape,  and  a  few  educational  videos. 

The  summer  reading  program  was  a  tremendous  success.  Aver- 
age attendance  was  between  25-30.  Our  theme  this  year  was 
"Some  Enchanted  Reading"  and  if  you  came  into  the  library 
over  the  summer,  you  noticed  cardboard  blocks  being  added 
to  the  wall.  For  each  book  read  a  block  was  added.  By  the 
end  of  summer,  a  perfectly  wonderful  castle,  complete  with 
a  moat,  drawbridge,  knight  and  banner  flags  had  been  built 
on  the  wall.  Highlights  of  this  year's  program  were  sto- 
ries, puzzles,  games,  movies,  refreshments,  and  once  again, 
a  large  pot  of  "Stone  Soup". 

We  at  the  library  would  like  to  thank  all  of  our  patrons 
for  their  support  through  1991  and  look  forward  to  serving 
you  in  1992.

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INFORMATION  REGARDING  PROPOSED  WATER  PROJECT 
MARCH,  1992 

Why  is  this  being  brought  to  the  voters  again? 

The  town's  water  system  must  be  in  compliance  with  the  Safe  Drink- 
ing Water  Act  by  June  1993. 

A  violation  of  the  bacterial  water  quality  standard  occurred  in 
May  and  June  of  1991.  The  health  risks  of  these  occurrences  are  not 
acceptable . 

The  existing  water  system  suffers  from  insufficient  yield,  system 
pressure  and  water  quality  problems. 

The  town  water  system  is  not  adequate  to  support  future  residen- 
tial or  commercial  growth. 

The  following  comments  are  from  the  survey  conducted  by  the  Department 
of  Environmental  Services,  and  reported  to  the  Town  on  November  27, 
1991  by  Robert  W.  Mann,  P.E.  j 

Source  capacity:  The  supply  deficit  remains  the  most  severe  and 
recurring  in  New  Hampshire.  This  problem  demands  immediate  attention. 

Summary:  The  water  systems  managed  by  the  Town  of  Northumberland 
are  badly  in  need  of  upgrading  to  address  problems  with  insufficient 
yield,  system  pressure,  and  water  quality.  By  June,  1992,  the  town 
must  filter  or  abandon  its  surface  water  supplies.  It  is  understood 
that  past  attempts  at  town  meeting  to  appropriate  funds  have  not  been 
successful.  However,  these  issues  must  be  kept  before  the  voters. 

What  benefits  can  we  expect  from  this  project? 

1.  Safe  drinking  water  for  all  users. 

2.  Improved  service  to  all  with  no  more  shortages. 

3.  ej  Greater  pressure  on  the  "hill". 

4.  Improved  fire  protection  capacity. 

5.  Reduce  water  wasted  and  improved  leak  control. 

6.  Those  that  use  less,  pay  less  than  those  who  use  more. 

7.  Average  cost  to  a  family  of  four  is  about  $.70  per  day,  or 
about  the  cost  of  a  can  of  soda. 

What  is  the  cost  of  the  project? 

Cost  of  construction  $  3,200,000 

Loan  amount  2,000,000 

Grant  amount  1,200,000 

What  is  the  cost  to  the  users? 

According  to  the  Farm  Home  Administration  $250  is  a  reasonable 
yearly  water  bill.  This  figure  represents  the  bill  for  an  average 
residential  water  user.  About  $160  of  this  will  cover  repayment  of  the 
bond  and  $90  will  go  toward  operation  and  maintenance  costs.  It  should 
be  noted  that  if  the  article  had  been  passed  last  March,  the  yearly 
water  bill  would  have  been  about  $180.  Since  the  new  average  figures 
are  being  used,  the  cost  has  increased  as  projected. 
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Some  repeated  questions  regarding  the  proposed  project; 

Why  do  we  need  meters?

In  addition  to  jeopardizing  health  and  safety  in  the  community,  failure  to 
proceed  with  water  improvements  also  makes  the  Town  subject  to  state  and 
federal  enforcement  action.  To  date,  both  federal  and  state  rules  have  been 
adopted  which  require  filtration  of  all  surface  water  sources  except  where 
waivers  for  avoidance  are  granted.  Compliance  schedules  adopted  in  the  rules 
require  that  filtration  be  completed  by  June  29,  1993.  Enforcement  for 
failure  to  meet  this  schedule  will  proceed  according  to  RSA  485:58,  under 
which  violators  can  be  fined  up  to  $25,000  for  each  day  of  violation.

We  are  frequently  asked  how  the  filtration  requirement  is  affected  by  the 
provisions  of  Part  1,  Article  28-a  of  the  New  Hampshire  Constitution.  Any 
possible  conflicts  in  this  regard  remain  to  be  resolved.  In  the  worst  case, 
if  state  rules  are  found  to  be  un-enforceable,  enforcement  would  take  place  at 
the  federal  level.  This  agency  maintains  that  federal  enforcement  would  lack 
the  flexibility  which  can  be  built  in  at  the  state  level.  The  Town  would 
still  be  subject  to  federal  fines  and  the  costs  of  implementing  filtration  in 
any  case.

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SOLID  WASTE 

The  town's  new  solid  waste  transfer  station/recycling  facility 
opened  for  use  on  November  5,  1991.  At  this  writing  the  facility 
operates  Tuesdays,  Wednesdays,  Fridays,  and  Saturdays  for  bagged 
rubbish,  demolition  debris  and  recyclables  that  are  accepted  at  the 
transfer  station.  Saturdays  the  old  dump  site  is  open  for  tires  and 
metal.  Open  hours  for  both  sites  are  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning 
until  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  Brush  and  clean  wood  can  also 
be  brought  to  the  old  dump  site.  All  other  miscellaneous  demolition 
debris  and  bulky  items  are  to  be  left  in  the  open- top  container  at 
the  new  transfer  station. 

Town  officials  are  very  encouraged  at  the  success  of  the  recycling 
effort  right  from  the  start.  Residents  have  given  their  full  coopera- 
tion in  this  community  effort  and  the  results  show.  It  is  estimated 
that  the  town  as  a  whole  would  generate  around  1,600  tons  or  solid 
waste  annually.  Presently,  using  the  worst  case  scenairo,  it  appears 
that  the  town  will  be  hauling  for  burial  at  the  new  Mt.  Carberry  land- 
fill in  Berlin  around  800  tons  of  solid  waste  and  200  tons  of 
demolition  debris  to  the  Cates  Hill  landfill  in  Berlin.  If  these 
estimates  prove  accurate  in  the  long  term,  it  is  indicated  that  con- 
siderable tonnage  is  being  diverted  through  a  very  effective  recycling 
program 

Covell  Trucking  has  been  awarded  the  first  annual  contract  for 
the  first  town-XATide  curbside  pickup  un  the  new  recycling  program.  He 
has  constructed  an  appropriate  compartmentalized  trailer  to  allow  for 
appropriate  separation  of  recyclables  and  is  pulled  by  a  dump  truck 
that  accepts  bagged  rubbish.  His  crew  uses  a  pickup  truck  for  the 
shorter,  narrower  dead  end  streets.  He  is  very  positive  on  the  pro- 
gress residents  are  making  in  following  prescribed  rules  for  recycling. 
It  is  recognized  that  the  key  to  success  in  the  recycling  program  is 
the  cooperation  of  residents. 

Any  recycling  program  will  eventually  fail  if  cost-effective 
markets  are  not  readily  available  for  the  separated  recyclables. 
Groveton  is  very  fortunate  in  this  regard.  The  town  belongs  to  the 
Androscoggin  Valley  Regional  Refuse  Disposal  District.  A  newly 
constructed  recycling  center  there  accepts  all  acceptable  recyclables 
collected  in  Groveton  with  the  exception  of  those  that  we  choose  to 
handle  ourselves  more  locally.  Thus  far  glass  has  been  crushed  and 
is  disposed  of  locally  in  an  appropriate  fashion.  Gordon  Gray  of  the 
Graymist  Farm  accepts  newspaper,  cardboard  and  yard  waste.  Metals 
are  picked  up  by  a  hauler  at  no  cost  to  the  town. 

Thus  far,  town  officials  have  not  made  a  decision  as  whether  to 
locate  a  baler  at  the  transfer  station  to  reduce  volume  of  recycled 
items  such  as  plastics  and  cans  to  assist  in  storage  and  transport. 
If  one  is  purchased,  there  would  be  required  a  building  for  handling 
and  loading.  A  final  decision  on  this  item  should  come  in  the  near 
future. 
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ANDROSCOGGIN  VALLEY  REGIONAL  REFUSE  DISPOSAL  DISTRICT 

This  past  year,  1991,  was  an  extremely  busy  year  for  the  District. 
Craig  Musselman  Associates  met  with  District  Representatives  on  num- 
erous occasions  to  discuss  the  design  of  our  recycling  center.  Action 
was  taken  to  purchase  land  on  Route  110  from  James  River  Corporation 
where  the  recycling  center  would  be  located.  A  design  for  the  facility 
was  approved  and  the  James  River  land  purchase  was  finalized. 

The  District  borrowed  $750,000  from  the  New  Hampshire  Municipal 
Bond  Bank  to  build  and  equip  the  recycling  center  and  a  construction 
contract  was  awarded  to  L.  A.  Drew,  Inc. ,  to  construct  the  facility. 
Construction  conmenced  in  June  and  was  completed  in  mid  October  at  a 
total  cost  of  $402,165.22.  Recycling  equipment  was  purchased  from 
Recycling  Equipment  and  Service  Company  Inc.  for  $114,684.50  installed. 
Considerable  savings  on  construction  and  equipment  costs  were  realized 
by  the  District  because  of  the  recession  and  number  of  interested 
bidders . 

A  three-year  contract  was  awarded  to  FERCO  Recycling,  Inc.  to 
operate  the  newly-built  recycling  center  and  recyclable  materials  were 
accepted  for  processing  starting  at  8:00  a.m.  on  October  21st.  Two 
tractor  trailer  loads  of  cardboard  and  one  tractor  trailer  load  of 
newspaper  were  shipped  to  market  in  December. 

In  conjunction  with  the  opening  of  the  recycling  center,  a 
majority  of  the  District  member  towns  started  using  the  Mt.  Carberry 
landfill  located  at  Success.  The  District  completed  negotiations  with 
James  River  Corporation  for  use  of  their  landfill  at  very  favorable 
rates  in  early  October.  The  contract  is  for  five  years  and  is  extend- 
able for  up  to  thirty  years. 

The  District  started  1991  with  a  beginning  balance  of  cash  on 
hand  in  the  amount  of  $128,411.23.  It  ended  the  year  with  a  favorable 
cash  on  hand  balance  of  $261 ,  420 .  44  which  was  used  to  reduce  the  1992 
budget.  The  favorable  balance  was  attained  by  obtaining  an  excellent 
price  for  facility  construction  and  equipment  and  by  wise  membership 
decisions .

There  has  been  a  number  of  changes  within  the  Police 
Department,  starting  with  moving  the  office  from  it's 
State  Street  location  to  it's  present  location  on  Main 
Street.  This  move  was  done  by  the  officers  and 
friends  and  family  of  the  department.  A  truck  was  do- 
nated by  Emerson  and  Son  for  the  use  of  the  department 
in  making  this  move. 

Another  change  within  the  Police  Department  was  the 
staff.  In  December,  Sgt,  Harry  Lee  Rice,  Jr.  was  pro- 
moted to  Chief  of  Police.  Two  new  patrolmen  were 
hired:  first,  Kevin  Willey  of  Groveton  in  July.  He  re- 
placed Officer  Leo  Enos,  who  left  to  go  to  another  Po- 
lice Department.  Second,  Officer  Ronald  Desilets,  a 
Certified  Patrolman  from  Berlin,  who  was  hired  this 
January.  This  brings  us  to  a  full  staff. 

We  would  also  like  to  report  that  the  new  midsize  Ford 
Taurus  has  helped  conserve  gas,  saving  money  for  the 
town  and  so  far  it  has  been  a  very  good  car. 

The  department  has  been  involved  in  a  number  investi- 
gations during  the  past  year,  with  a  number  of  outside 
agencies  working  together  as  a  team  with  very  good  re- 
sults. 

We  have  been  working  on  the  process  of  getting  a 
D.A.R.E.  (Drug  Abuse  Resistance  Education)  Program  in 
the  school,  and  the  warrant  is  before  you. 

The  patrolmen  participated  in  several  training  courses 
through  the  Police  Standards  and  Training  Council  with 
several  patrolmen  attending  the  course  on  Hazardous 
Materials,  Crime  Scene  and  Fingerprinting,  Juvenile 
Law  and  Procedure,  and  Domestic  Violence  as  well  as 
Motor  Vehicle  Accident  Update  and  Criminal  Code  Up- 
date .

One  of  the  frequent  concerns  we  hear  from  townspeople 
is  the  excessive  clearcutting  that  is  taking  place  in 
the  town.   In  response  to  those  concerns,  last  March 
the  Town  Meeting  passed  a  resolution  requiring  Select- 
men to  utilize  the  forest  management  option  in  the 
Current  Use  Ordinance.   The  landowner  was  required  to 
have  such  management  plans  reviewed  by  a  state  li- 
censed forester  and  judged  silverculturally  sound  or 
face  removal  from  the  Current  Use  Assessment  Program. 

Implementation  of  the  resolution  was  postponed  because 
the  state  decided  to  study  the  entire  Current  Use  As- 
sessment Program  and  some  rule  changes  have  been  pro- 
posed.  One  of  those  changes  requires  forest  landown- 
ers to  provide  evidence  they  are  following  sound  for- 
est stewardship  practices  or  face  a  50  percent  in- 
crease in  their  Current  Use  assessment.   This  commis- 
sion is  supporting  that  rule  change  and  if  it  sur- 
vives, we  anticipate  it  will  eliminate  the  need  for 
the  resolution  passed  last  March. 

We  will  continue  to  watch  the  issue  and  make  recommen- 
dations to  the  town.   One  of  our  goals  is  to  promote 
the  wise  use  of  our  natural  resources. 

This  commission  has  supported  the  nomination  of  the 
Connecticut  River  to  the  State  Rivers  Protection  Pro- 
gram.  That  nomination  is  scheduled  to  be  voted  on  by 
the  state  legislature  this  term. 

Our  annual  spring  clean-up  and  tree  planting  with  the 
elementary  students  was  again  judged  a  success  and  we 
look  forward  to  doing  it  this  year. 

Anyone  who  has  looked  at  early  pictures  of  the  town  is 
struck  by  the  beautiful  trees  that  once  lined  the 
streets.   Our  major  project  for  this  spring  is  to 
sponsor  a  town-wide  tree  planting  program.   We  are 
still  working  out  the  details,  but  expect  to  have  a 
proposal  ready  for  Town  Meeting. 

We  encourage  residents  to  contact  us  with  concerns  or 
project  suggestions.   The  commission  generally  meets 
the  third  Wednesday  of  each  month  at  the  Town  Office 
at  4:30  p.m.  and  the  public  is  cordially  invited  to 
attend.

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NORTH  COUNTPy  COUNCIL 

North  Country  Council  is  the  Regional  Planning  Commis- 
sion for  51  towns  in  northern  New  Hampshire.  It  was  es- 
tablished almost  20  years  ago  by  the  legislature  to  re- 
spond to  communities'  needs  for  local  and  regional  plan- 
ning and  development  programs.  As  a  membership  organi- 
zation, the  Council  is  supported  by  local  community  dues 
which  are  used  to  match  state  and  federal  funding 
sources. 

Assistance  available  to  member  towns  includes  municipal 
planning,  regional  planning,  transportation  planning, 
business  and  industrial  planning/development,  landscape 
architecture,  solid  waste  planning,  resource  management, 
GIS  mapping  and  public  education.  The  Council  provides 
this  professional  assistance  to  Planning  Boards,  Boards 
of  Selectmen,  Zoning  Boards  of  Adjustment,  Conservation 
Commissions,  Solid  Waste  Districts,  Local  Development 
Corporations,  Non-Prof it  Community  Organizations,  Cham- 
bers of  Commerce,  Educational  Institutions  and  Social 
Service  Organizations  and  Agencies  in  our  member  towns. 

In  Northumberland,  the  Council  provided  technical  as- 
sistance to  the  Planning  Board  on  a  variety  of  issues. 
Extensive  assistance  was  provided  on  the  revision  of 
community  land  use  controls  to  make  them  compatible  with 
the  recently  amended  Master  Plan.  The  resulting  amend- 
ments to  the  zoning  ordinance  were  approved  at  Town 
Meeting  in  1991.  Additional  planning  assistance  was 
provided  to  Northumberland  officials  on  proper  adminis- 
tration of  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program.  NCC 
staff  continued  Solid  Waste  District  Education  Committee 
which  promoted  recycling  education  to  district  resi- 
dents. 

With  economic  development  as  a  major  concern  for  resi- 
dents this  past  year,  the  Council  worked  with  community 
leaders  to  investigate  economic  diversification  projects 
and  seek  solutions.  To  date,  several  sites  and  industry 
types  have  been  identified  and  a  local  development 
strategy  is  being  discussed.  The  coming  year  will  see 
this  initiative  more  fully  developed. 

Throughout  1991  North  Country  Council  continued  its  com- 
mitment to  local  and  regional  planning  assistance.  The 
year  also  saw  the  Council  rededicate  its  economic  devel- 
opment program  to  address  the  worsening  North  Country 
economy  and  its  solid  waste  program  to  aggressively  re- 
duce the  volume  of  solid  waste  generated  in  the  region. 

In  the  ensuing  year,  the  Council  will  continue  its  pre- 
sent course  and  work  program  with  an  intense  commitment 
to  the  development  of  local  leadership  and  ability  and 
the  provision  of  membership  services  to  support  communi- 
ty and  regional  needs.

We  have  audited  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  North- 
umberland School  District,  Northumberland,  New  Hampshire,  for  the  year 
ended  June  30,  1991,  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon  dated  November 
14,  1991.   As  part  of  our  audit,  we  made  a  study  and  evaluation  of  the 
internal  control  system,  including  applicable  internal  administrative 
controls,  used  in  administering  federal  financial  assistance  programs 
to  the  extent  we  considered  necessary  to  evaluate  the  systems  as  re- 
quired by  generally  accepted  auditing  standards,  Government  Auditing 
Standards,  issued  by  the  Comptroller  General  of  the  United  States,  the 
Single  Audit  Act  of  1984,  and  the  provisions  of  the  Office  of  Manage- 
ment and  Budget  Circular  A-128,  "Audits  of  state  and  Local  Govern- 
ments."  For  the  purpose  of  this  report,  we  have  classified  the  signi- 
ficant internal  accounting  and  administrative  controls  used  in  admini- 
stering federal  financial  assistance  programs  in  the  following  cate- 
gories :

The  management  of  the  Northumberland  School  District,  Northumberland, 
New  Hampshire,  is  responsible  for  establishing  and  maintaining  internal 
control  systems  used  in  administering  federal  financial  assistance  pro- 
grams.  In  fulfilling  that  responsibility,  estimates  and  judgements  by 
management  are  required  to  assess  the  expected  benefits  and  related 
costs  of  control  procedures.   The  objectives  of  internal  control 
systems  used  in  administering  federal  assistance  programs  are  to  pro- 
vide management  with  reasonable,  but  not  absolute,  assurance  that,  with 
respect  to  federal  financial  assistance  programs,  resource  use  is  con- 
sistent with  laws,  regulations,  and  policies;  resources  are  safeguarded 
against  waste,  loss  and  misuse;  and  reliable  data  are  obtained,  main- 
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tained,  and  fairly  disclosed  in  reports. 

Because  of  inherent  limitations  in  any  system  of  internal  accounting 
and  administrative  controls  used  in  administering  federal  financial 
assistance  programs,  errors  or  irregularities  may  nevertheless  occur 
and  not  be  detected.   Also,  projection  of  any  evaluation  of  the  systems 
to  future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that  procedures  may  be  inade- 
quate because  of  changes  in  conditions  or  that  the  degree  of  compliance 
with  the  procedures  may  deteriorate. 

Our  study  included  all  of  the  applicable  control  categories  listed  a- 
bove .   During  the  year  ended  June  30,  1991,  the  Northumberland  School 
District,  Northumberland,  New  Hampshire,  had  no  major  federal  financial 
assistance  programs  and  expended  68%  of  its  total  federal  financial  as- 
sistance under  the  following  nonmajor  federal  financial  assistance  pro- 
grams :

National  School  Lunch  Program 

With  respect  to  internal  control  systems  used  in  administering  these 
nonmajor  federal  financial  assistance  programs,  our  study  and  evalua- 
tion included  considering  the  types  of  errors  and  irregularities  that 
could  occur,  determining  the  internal  control  procedures  that  should 
prevent  or  detect  such  errors  and  irregularities,  determining  whether 
the  necessary  procedures  are  prescribed  and  are  being  followed  satis- 
factorily and  evaluating  any  weaknesses. 

With  respect  to  the  internal  control  systems  used  solely  in  administer- 
ing the  other  nonmajor  federal  financial  assistance  programs  of  the 
Northumberland  School  District,  Northumberland,  New  Hampshire,  our 
study  and  evaluation  was  limited  to  a  preliminary  review  of  the  sys- 
tems to  obtain  an  understanding  of  the  control  environment  and  the  flow 
of  transactions  through  the  accounting  system.   Our  study  and  evalua- 
tion of  the  internal  control  systems  used  solely  in  administering  these 
nonmajor  federal  financial  assistance  programs  of  the  Northumberland 
School  District,  Northumberland,  New  Hampshire,  did  not  extend  beyond 
this  preliminary  review  phase. 

Our  study  and  evaluation  was  more  limited  than  would  be  necessary  to 
express  an  opinion  on  the  internal  control  systems  used  in  administer- 
ing the  federal  financial  assistance  programs  of  the  Northumberland 
School  District,  Northumberland,  New  Hampshire.   Accordingly,  we  do  not 
express  an  opinion  on  the  internal  control  systems  used  in  administer- 
ing the  federal  financial  assistance  programs  of  the  Northumberland 
School  District,  Northumberland,  New  Hampshire. 

Also,  our  audit,  made  in  accordance  with  the  standards  mentioned  above, 
would  not  necessarily  disclose  material  weaknesses  in  the  internal  con- 
trol systems,  for  which  our  study  and  evaluation  was  limited  to  a  pre- 
liminary review  of  the  systems  as  discussed  in  the  fifth  paragraph  of 
this  report. 

However,  our  study  and  evaluation  and  our  audit  disclosed  no  condition 
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that  we  believe  to  be  a  material  weakness  in  relation  to  a  federal 
financial  assistance  program  of  the  Northumberland  School  District, 
Northumberland,  New  Hampshire. 

This  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  use  of  the  School  Board  and 
applicable  federal  and  state  cognizant  or  grantor  agencies.   This 
restriction  is  not  intended  to  limit  the  distribution  of  this  report, 
which  upon  acceptance  by  the  Northumberland  School  Board,  is  a  matter 
of  public  record.

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MESSAGE  FROM  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

The  problem  of  finding  adequate  space  for  the  instructional  pro- 
gram continues  at  Groveton  Elementary  School.   Again  this  year,  as  it 
has  most  years  since  1970,  the  Northumberland  School  Board  rented  space 
in  a  nearby  facility  to  house  one  section  of  the  fourth  grade  and  small 
Chapter  I  tutoring  groups.   The  other  fourth  grade,  the  art  program  and 
some  music  lessons  continue  to  take  place  on  the  third  floor.   The 
Building  Committee  and  the  Board  are  looking  at  some  on-site,  short- 
term  alternatives  to  external  rentals  that  might  better  meet  program 
needs.   The  purchase  of  "portable"  classrooms  to  be  added  to  the  ex- 
isting building  is  one  possibility,  thus  enabling  both  fourth  grade 
classes  to  be  within  the  school  building  and  off  the  third  floor.   The 
State  would  support  this  option  with  building  aid.   In  the  long-run, 
however,  issues  of  health  and  safety  codes,  accessibility  for  the 
handicapped,  and  instructional  program  needs  will  have  to  be  addressed. 
The  limited  area  and  inflexibility  of  the  current  site  militate  that 
appropriate  land  must  be  acquired  elsewhere  before  much  can  be  done 
to  construct  an  adequate  school  facility. 

Winter's  perennial  task  for  schools  is  to  build  next  year's  bud- 
get—always a  challenge  but  especially  so  in  these  times.   We  are  told 
the  State  will  be  charging  us  more  for  retirement,  but  no  one  seems  to 
know  just  how  much.   Blue  Cross  tells  us  much  the  same  story.   State 
aid,  as  always,  is  uncertain.   There  is  always  the  problem  of  the  year- 
to-year  changes  in  the  total  state  allocation  and  in  the  factors  that 
determine  distribution.   Revisions  in  the  Augenblick  formula  are  dis- 
cussed but  no  debate  could  yield  a  more  useful  allocation  given  the 
small  amount  earmarked  for  total  Foundation  Aid.   All  this  means  the 
Board  must  set  its  priorities  very  carefully  to  achieve  school  effect- 
iveness.  The  school  community  is  always  struggling  with  hard  choices. 

Currently,  there  is  also  much  national  discussion  about  making 
public  education  more  effective.   President  Bush  has  called  attention 
to  the  need  for  school  improvement  through  his  America  2000  campaign. 
He  has  suggested  work  toward  six  goals.   Each  is  designed  to  improve 
our  educational  system;  all  make  good  sense.   Without  any  funds  to  sup- 
port such  changes,  however,  most  communities  can  only  dream  of  better 
times . 

Determining  what  is  an  effective  school  is  a  complex  question,  re- 
quiring national  as  well  as  local  debate.   The  answer  must  have  two 
parts.   First,  we  must  determine  what  each  child  needs  to  learn  in 
school  to  be  successful  in  the  next  century.   We  call  this  part  "set- 
ting the  standards".   Second,  we  must  find  ways  to  assess  whether 
students  are  learning  what  it  is  we  want  them  to  know.   To  do  this,  we 
have  to  develop  a  comprehensive  national  assessment  program  which 
accurately  monitors  student  progress  and  the  instructional  program. 
This  is  the  part  we  call  "being  accountable".   The  task  is  made  even 
more  difficult  by  our  growing  realization  that  standards  must  embody 
not  only  local  goals  but  global,  national  and  state  ones  as  well. 
Groveton  students  must  compete  with  their  peers  from  around  the  world 
for  the  new  jobs  of  the  twenty-first  century.   They  must  be  as  well- 
prepared. 

In  New  Hampshire,  the  educational  community  is  debating  the 
assessment  piece  of  this  agenda.   For  the  past  several  years,  the 
State  Department  of  Education  has  paid  for  the  California  Achievement 
Tests  (CAT)  to  be  administered  by  the  local  school  districts  in  the 
fourth,  eighth,  and  tenth  grades.   Many  believe  that  the  purpose  of 
this  testing  program  was  more  political  than  instructional,  however. 
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It  provided  a  mechanism  which  could  sort,  rate,  and  label  students  and 
schools  but  not  much  precise  information  that  could  be  applied  to  the 
improvement  of  student  and  school  performance.   The  State  Department 
of  Education  discontinued  its  support  of  the  CAT  program  this  year 
and  has  begun  the  task  of  designing  a  more  useful  system.   You  will  be 
hearing  more  about  this  work  in  the  next  several  months  as  the  legis- 
lature, business  people  and  politicians  join  educators  in  the  debate 
about  what  it  is  all  New  Hampshire  students  should  learn  in  school. 

We  are  also  engaged  in  this  discussion  in  SAU  58.   Last  year,  I 
wrote  about  our  math  curriculum  work  which  essentially  began  the  task 
of  setting  standards  for  math.   The  SAU  faculty  math  committee  com- 
pleted a  curriculum  guide  which  is  now  being  used  by  teachers.   This 
year  our  schedule  calls  for  review  and  revision  of  our  science  program. 
Again,  faculty  and  administrators  have  been  attending  workshops  and 
courses,  as  well  as  visiting  other  schools,  to  learn  what  is  needed  to 
improve  our  program.   A  group  of  teachers,  representing  all  schools  in 
the  SAU,  is  meeting  to  define  our  science  standards  and  design  our 
program.   I  will  repeat  what  I  wrote  last  year  about  this  work:  If 
we  are  to  make  the  best  use  of  our  limited  educational  resources,  it 
is  imperative  that  we  insure  that  our  curriculum  is  as  effective  as  it 
can  be.   This  is  by  far  my  most  important  task. 

Next  year,  we  intend  to  focus  entirely  on  developing  an  assess- 
ment program  that  will  let  us  know  how  well  we  are  meeting  the  stand- 
ards these  two  curriculum  committees  have  set.   A  faculty  committee 
will  study  ways  to  measure  our  student  performance  in  math  and  science 
and  to  evaluate  our  instructional  program.   It  will  make  recommenda- 
tions to  the  SAU  Board  about  what  we  should  do  to  find  out  efficiently 
what  it  is  our  students  know  in  these  areas.   Ultimately,  however,  it 
will  be  the  task  of  the  Northumberland  School  Board,  after  reviewing 
the  assessment  data  and  the  curriculum  standards,  to  redirect  re- 
sources toward  improving  student  achievement.   Being  accountable  in 
this  manner  is  a  most  difficult  task  but  it  is  one  that,  more  and 
more,  we  are  realizing  is  essential  to  maintaining  our  standard  of 
living.

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GROVETON  HIGH  SCHOOL 
REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 

The  enrollment  at  Groveton  Junior/Senior  High  School  has  remained 
fairly  stable  the  past  five  or  six  years.   The  number  of  students  in 
grades  7-12  in  September  of  1990  was  287.   The  student  enrollment  in 
September  of  1991  was  284. 

Once  again,  Groveton  has  reason  to  be  proud  of  its  young  people. 
From  the  Class  of  1991 ,  fifty-five  percent  are  in  college,  thirty- 
three  are  employed,  nine  percent  joined  the  military,  and  three  percent 
are  at  home.   Of  the  eighteen  who  attend  college,  seven  are  at  four- 
year  colleges  and  eleven  are  at  two-year  schools;  they  aspire  to  be- 
come nurses,  civil  engineers,  teachers,  veterinarians,  accountants, 
architects,  chemical  engineers,  financiers,  computer  technicians,  and 
business  administrators.   Eight  of  them  earned  grades  high  enough  to 
be  placed  on  Dean's  List.   Over  $39,000  was  awarded  to  these  graduates 
in  local  scholarship  money,  thanks  to  the  generosity  of  Groveton 
alumni,  local  businesses,  and  supporters  of  Groveton  High  School. 

The  Class  of  1992  appears  ready  to  face  the  future  with  thirty- 
seven  of  fifty-six  possible  graduates  applying  to  college  or  the 
military. 

I  am  please  to  report  that  with  the  completion  of  our  Two-Year 
Progress  Report  required  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools 
and  Colleges,  Groveton  High  School  has  been  granted  continued  accredi- 
tation.  In  addition,  both  the  high  school  and  the  junior  high  school 
have  been  designated  "fully  approved"  by  the  New  Hampshire  Department 
of  Education.   This  has  all  been  made  possible  by  the  hard  work  of  the 
school  personnel  and  the  support  of  the  citizens  of  Northumberland. 
The  schools  and  the  citizens  of  Northumberland  need  to  be  cautious, 
however,  when  developing  and  finalizing  the  school  budget,  not  to 
make  "cuts"  or  eliminate  positions  which  would  lose  us  the  accredita- 
tion and  approval  we  all  have  worked  so  hard  to  attain. 

The  past  school  year  a  great  deal  of  time  and  energy  was  spent 
reviewing  and  revising  the  K-12  mathematics  curriculum.   This  school 
year  the  revised  mathematics  curriculum  is  beginning  to  be  implemented 
in  many  of  the  classrooms.   At  the  same  time,  the  science  curriculum 
committee  has  begun  reviewing  and  assessing  the  K-12  science  curricu- 
lum.  The  latest  research  has  indicated  a  need  for  schools  to  en- 
courage more  students  to  enroll  in  mathematics  and  science  classes 
and  in  the  case  of  science,  modify  approaches  in  the  teaching  of 
science  to  include  more  "hands-on"  experiences. 

The  number  of  pupils  electing  to  attend  the  Vocational  Center  at 
White  Mountains  Regional  and  at  Littleton  has  increased  from  eleven 
students  last  year  to  twenty-one  this  year.   The  forestry  program, 
culinary  arts,  and  the  automotive  program  are  the  three  most  popular 
with  our  students. 

A  number  of  very  worthwhile  field  trips  and  assemblies  have  al- 
ready been  held  this  year.   These  student  opportunities  have  been  made 
possible  through  grants  from  the  Northumberland  Educational  Foundation 
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The  staff  and  students  of  the  Groveton  Schools  again  thank  Max  York 
for  his  generosity  in  providing  monies  through  the  Northumberland 
Educational  Foundation  to  support  such  endeavors.

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GROVETON  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 
REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 

The  1991-92  school  year  at  Groveton  Elementary  School  witnessed 
new  developments  and  continuing  efforts  aimed  at  enhancing  educational 
opportunities  of  our  students.   As  a  small  school  and  community, 
Groveton  continues  to  work  diligently  to  meet  the  many  requirements, 
changes,  questions  and  problems  regarding  the  educational  process. 

The  September,  1991,  enrollment  was  294  students  in  grades  K-6. 
This  compares  to  the  September,  1990,  enrollment  of  276  students.   As 
a  result  of  the  recent  increase  in  our  student  population  and  addition- 
al programs  and  services,  the  school  district  did  continue  to  rent 
extra  space  at  the  Methodist  Church.   Renting  space  for  classrooms  is 
a  short-term  step  to  space  and  program  problems  and  concerns.   The 
school  district  will  continue  to  explore  ways  to  provide  space  for 
programs  and  upgrade  fire/safety  code  problems. 

Another  important  focus  for  the  elementary  staff  was  the  prof- 
essional development  programs  designed  to  help  staff  refine  and  update 
the  skills  they  bring  to  their  classroom.   For  the  1991-92  school  year 
several  teachers  participated  in  a  science  course.   For  the  first  time, 
Groveton  and  other  School  Administrative  Unit  58  schools  will  plan  a 
full-day  professional  workshop  day.   During  the  school  year  various 
staff  members  continued  with  workshops,  conferences  and  visitations 
dealing  with  math  assessment,  cooperative  learning,  conflict  resolu- 
tion, process  writing,  critical  thinking  and  grouping. 

To  assist  with  our  staff  development  and  in-service  education,  the 
Elementary  School  used  Block  Grant  (ECIA,  Chapter  I)  funds.   In  addi- 
tion with  other  Chapter  II  math/science  grants,  our  teachers  continued 
to  participate  in  workshops  dealing  with  the  teaching  of  math  and 
science . 

The  school  district  has  adopted  a  five-year  plan  for  assessing 
and  reviewing  the  curriculum.   The  Elementary  School  curriculum  is 
what  the  staff,  community  and  state  want  students  to  learn,  what  skills 
they  are  to  master  and  what  values,  attitudes  and  habits  they  are  to 
acquire.   Last  year  mathematics  was  the  major  focus.   This  school  year 
found  the  implementation  of  the  math  curriculum.   During  this  phase, 
the  school  will  continue  in-service  math  programs,  a  continued  review 
of  the  new  math  standards,  to  purchase  new  math  books  and  materials 
and  to  develop  a  means  to  test  the  math  curriculum. 

For  the  1991-92  year,  the  school  district  reviewed  the  science 
curriculum  for  grades  K-12.   Teachers  from  the  various  schools  in 
School  Administrative  Unit  58  were  involved  in  the  review  and  re- 
vision of  the  science  curriculum. 

The  Chapter  I  program  is  a  federally  funded  project  for  students 
in  grades  K-6.   The  program  provides  tutoring  and  small  group  help  for 
pupils  in  the  areas  of  language  arts  and  mathematics.   Children  are 
selected  for  the  program  based  on  teacher  recommendation,  test  results 
and  classroom  achievement.   Students  receive  about  thirty  minutes  per 
day  of  small  group  tutoring  in  the  skill  areas  of  language  arts  and 
mathematics . 

In  addition  to  the  regular  school  year  Chapter  I  program,  the 
Elementary  School  also  had  a  successful  Chapter  I  summer  program  for 
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forty  children.   The  program  provided  our  students  with  extra  help  in 
the  areas  of  reading,  writing  and  mathematics.   In  addition,  the 
teachers  and  students  of  the  Chapter  I  summer  program  took  part  in 
weekly  field  trips  to  the  Christa  McAuliffe  Planetarium  in  Concord  and 
the  Montshire  Museum  in  Norwich,  Vermont. 

Groveton  Elementary  School  provides  a  free  and  appropriate  educa- 
tion for  educationally  handicapped  children  from  the  ages  of  3-21.   We 
provide  resource  rooms,  speech  and  language  therapy,  psychological 
counseling  and  testing  and  occupational  therapy  to  youngsters  who  are 
identified  with  special  education  needs.   During  the  past  few  years 
the  special  education  process  has  placed  greater  emphasis  on  identifi- 
cation and  early  intervention  for  pre-school  youngsters. 

During  the  1991-92  school  year  the  Groveton  Parent-Teacher  group 
continued  with  a  series  of  monthly  meetings  dealing  with  a  wide  range 
of  educational  topics  and  programs.   A  major  project  for  the  Parent- 
Teacher  group  was  the  organizing  of  the  playground  improvement  commit- 
tee.  The  committee  developed  plans  for  a  major  renovation  of  the 
playground  and  new  playground  equipment. 

All  elementary  schools  were  to  be  in  full  compliance  with  the 
Minimum  Standards  by  June  30,  1991,  in  accordance  with  the  timetable 
established  by  each  school.   Groveton  Elementary  School  has  implement- 
ed most  of  the  sixty-three  standards. 

At  the  present  time  we  do  not  meet  standards  in  the  area  of 
guidance  and  space/program  needs  for  the  school  building  facilities.

-a  result  of  experiences  and  interactions  with  one's  environment; 
-a  right,  a  challenge,  and  a  responsibility  which  students  must 

accept ; 
-facilitated  by  competent  instructors. 

We  believe  that  the  following  goal  statements  encompass  and  promote  the 
philosophical  beliefs  of  our  school  community. 

We  seek  to  provide: 

-quality  facilities,  materials,  and  resources;

-an  adequate  number  of  competent,  certified  administrators  and 
faculty,  as  well  as  a  conscientious  support  staff;

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RIGHT  OF  PARENTS  OR  GUARDIANS

*You  have  a  right  to  request  an  independent  educational  eval- 
uation obtained  by  the  local  educational  agency.   If  your 
request  is  accepted,  the  evaluation  will  be  conducted  by  a 
certified  or  licensed  professional  examiner  who  is  independent 
of  the  local  educational  agency  and  will  be  performed  at  no 
cost  to  you.   Should  your  request  be  denied,  you  have  a  right 
to  appeal  this  decision  as  described  below. 

*If  you  have  any  complaints  regarding  the  referral,  evaluation 
or  educational  placement  of  your  child,  you  have  a  right  to 
meet  with  the  school  board.   If  any  agreement  is  unable  to  be 
reached,  you  have  the  right  to  an  impartial  hearing  conducted 
by  a  state  appointed  due  process  hearing  officer. 

*At  this  hearing,  you  have  the  right  to  be  assisted  by  per- 
son(s)  with  special  knowledge  or  training,  or  by  an  attorney, 
and  the  right  to  present  evidence  and  confront,  cross-examine 
and  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses. 

*After  this  hearing,  you  have  the  right  to  a  written  or  elec- 
tronic verbatim  recording  of  such  hearing.   You  have  the  right 
to  obtain  written  findings  of  fact  and  decisions  of  the  hear- 
ing at  no  cost. 

*If  the  decision  of  the  impartial  hearing   at  the  local  level 
is  not  acceptable  to  you,  you  have  the  right  to  appeal  this 
decision  to  the  State  Board  of  Education  or  Civil  Court. 

*During  any  of  the  hearing  or  appeal  procedures  your  child 
shall  remain  in  the  current  education  program,  or  if  applying 
for  initial  admission  to  the  public  school,  shall  be  placed  in 
a  regular  program  until  all  proceedings  have  been  completed, 
unless  you  and  the  school  officials  agree  otherwise.
